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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

The amendment filed on 1/18/05 has been considered. Applicant's arguments 
are deemed to be persuasive-in-part 

Claims 1-50 have been cancelled. 
Claims 51-99 are pending. 

The objection of claims 30-48 is withdrawn in view of their cancellation. 

All rejections under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, and 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph, are withdrawn in view of applicant's amendment of arguments. 

All of the double patenting rejections are withdrawn in favor of a new one. 

The rejections under 35 USC 102 are withdrawn in view of applicant's 
amendment. 

The rejection of the claims under 35 USC 101 is withdrawn in view of applicant's 
amendment. 

The rejections under 35 USC 103 are withdrawn in view of the unexpected 
results. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

The information disclosure statement filed 9/17/04 fails to comply with 37 
CFR 1 .98(a)(2), which requires a legible copy of each cited foreign patent document; 
each non-patent literature publication or that portion which caused it to be listed; and all 
other information or that portion which caused it to be listed. 
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All of the references have been considered except for the one that is marked 
through. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 



Claim 91 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

Currently claims 91 is dependent on claim 69 and this dependency makes claims 
91 the same as claim 70. Does applicant mean for claim 91 to be dependent on claim 
84? 

Obviousness-type Double Patenting 



The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created 
doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the 
unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent 
and to prevent possible harassment by multiple assignees. See In re Goodman, 1 1 
F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Longi, 759 F.2d 887, 225 
USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 
1982); In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970);and, In re Thorington, 
418 F.2d 528, 163 USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .321 (c) may be 
used to overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory double 
patenting ground provided the conflicting application or patent is shown to be commonly 
owned with this application. See 37 CFR 1.130(b). 

Effective January 1 , 1994, a registered attorney or agent of record may sign a 
terminal disclaimer. A terminal disclaimer signed by the assignee must fully comply with 
37 CFR 3.73(b). 
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Claims 51-99 are provisionally rejected under the judicially created doctrine of 
obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable overclaims 13-27, 29-30, 32- 
33 and 35-36 of copending Application No. 10150475. 

Claims 51-99 are provisionally rejected under the judicially created doctrine of 
obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable overclaims 13-27, 29-30, 32- 
33 and 35-36 of copending Application No. 10150475 in view of Kingsbury et al US 
6323334. 

Claims 51-99 are directed to compositions comprising a chemotherapetuic agent 
and a conjugate of a CD44v6 specific antibody molecule and maytansinoid and a 
method of treating cancer using the above combination. 

The claims of 1 01 50475 differ from those of the instant invention in that the 
claims of the '475 application do not require the chemotherapeutic agent. 

Kingsbury et al discloses that antibody conjugates can be administered alone of 
in combination with chemotherapeutic agents, (col. 37, lines 7-9). 

Therefore, in view of Kingsbury et al it would have been obvious to one of 
ordinary skill in the art to administer or not to administer chemotherapeutic agents in 
addition to the antibody conjugate. Thus, the instant set of claims is obvious over 
10150475. 

This is a provisional obviousness-type double patenting rejection. 
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Claims 51-99 are directed to an invention not patentably distinct from claims 13- 
27, 29-30, 32-33 and 35-36 of commonly assigned 10/150475. Specifically, the claims 
in the conflicting cases are not distinct because of the reasons cited above. 

The U.S. Patent and Trademark Office normally will not institute an interference 
between applications or a patent and an application of common ownership (see MPEP 
§ 2302). Commonly assigned 10/150475, discussed above, would form the basis for a 
rejection of the noted claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) if the commonly assigned case 
qualifies as prior art under 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) and the conflicting inventions 
were not commonly owned at the time the invention in this application was made. In 
order for the examiner to resolve this issue, the assignee can, under 35 U.S.C. 103(c) 
and 37 CFR 1 .78(c), either show that the conflicting inventions were commonly owned 
at the time the invention in this application was made, or name the prior inventor of the 
conflicting subject matter. 

A showing that the inventions were commonly owned at the time the invention in 
this application was made will preclude a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) based upon 
the commonly assigned case as a reference under 35 U.S.C. 102(f) or (g), or 35 U.S.C. 
102(e) for applications filed on or after November 29, 1999. 

Claims 51-99 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being obvious over US 
10/150475. 

The applied reference has a common inventor with the instant application. 
Based upon the earlier effective U.S. filing date of the reference, it constitutes prior art 
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only under 35 U.S.C. 102(e). This rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) might be overcome 
by: (1) a showing under 37 CFR 1.132 that any invention disclosed but not claimed in 
the reference was derived from the inventor of this application and is thus not an 
invention "by another"; (2) a showing of a date of invention for the claimed subject 
matter of the application which corresponds to subject matter disclosed but not claimed 
in the reference, prior to the effective U.S. filing date of the reference under 37 CFR 
1 . 1 31 ; or (3) an oath or declaration under 37 CFR 1 . 1 30 stating that the application and 
reference are currently owned by the same party and that the inventor named in the 
application is the prior inventor under 35 U.S.C. 104, together with a terminal disclaimer 
in accordance with 37 CFR 1 .321 (c). For applications filed on or after November 29, 
1999, this rejection might also be overcome by showing that the subject matter of the 
reference and the claimed invention were, at the time the invention was made, owned 
by the same person or subject to an obligation of assignment to the same person. See 
MPEP § 706.02(l)(1) and § 706.02(l)(2). The applications are obvious over each as 
discussed above..
